'Moving Faster9 


Than U.S., Says 
Atomic Expert 


Philadelphia, Oct. 22— (AP) — A 


Xobel 
prize 
winning 
scientist 


pitched a verbal bombshell at the 
American people today. He said 
the Russians are moving faster 
than the U. S. in atomic develop- 
ment and soon may be ahead of 
us. 


And Dr. Harold C. Urey, the 


scientist honored for discovering 
heavy hydrogen, had a ready-made 
reason: 


The U. S. is too concerned about 


military secrecy. 


"It is time that we take stock of 


this situation and recognize it for 
what it is," Dr. Urey declared, 
"and it is time that we stop 
witch hunting about the "secret" 
which obviously now does exist." 


He gave his views at a news con- 


ference yesterday. So did Lt. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves, wartime atomic 
research chief, Dr. Frederick Seitz, 
professor 
of physics 
and Dr. 


Eugene Rabnowitch professor of 
botany, both of the University of 
Illinois. 


Keds Will Leanr AH 


Dr. Fredenck Seitz, professor of 


physics at the University of Illi- 
nois, said in a short time the Rus- 
sians will have learned all that 
U. S. scientists know of the atom 
bomb. 


"It is far better," he went on, 


"that we focus attention on thp 
acquisition of new knowledge and 
new techniques and run the small 
danger that some of- this know- 
ledge will be obtained by the Rus- 
sians before they discover it them- 
selves." 


Said Dr. Eugene Rabinowitch, 


professor of Botany at Illinois: 


"Not only is our leadership in 


atomic offense threatened; we are 
even more in danger of falling be- 
hind the Soviet Union in our cap- 
acity for defense." * 


Program Insufficient 


Dr. Urey, writing in the bulle- 


tin, said the U. S. atomic program 
is inefficient and frustrated. 


Atomic scientists have left their 


work "m utter disgust," Dr. Urey 
wrote, because of "petty security 
regulations" and "charges of hav- 
ing Communistic leanings." 


Dr. Urey and Dr. Rabinowitch 


offered differing views on the best 
defense against the a-bomb. 


Dr. Urey said the only defense is 


in the establishment of a global 
world government. 


Dr. Rabinowitch said the best 


defense is to be somewhere else 
when the bomb explodes.

the order means they won't be 
able to ride their usual trains to

But, the num- 
ber who will feel the order's effect 
is comparatively small. 


Although some railroads report- 


ed they won't have to curtail ser- 
vice when the order goes into 
effect, others already have taken 
steps to cut steam train servica 
and conserve fuel.

Miners Accuse 
State of Bias 
In Purchasing 


Springfield, 111., Oct. 22—(AP) 


—John Marchiando, president of 
the 
Illinois 
Progressive 
Mine 


Workers, said yesterday the state 
"discriminated" in its coal buying 
policy against mines employing 
PMW members. 


The union 
leader 
voiced the 


complaint in a letter to Governor 
Stevenson. 
State 
purchasing 


agents replied that the policies 
are lawful and "in the beat inter- 
ests" of taxpayers. 


Marchiando cited a statute pro- 


viding that state coal contracts 
shall be put "to secure as nearly 
as is practicable a fair distribu- 
tion of employment" to all miners 
in the state. 


He said the state already has 


made plans to purchase less than 
19 per cent of its coal require- 
ments from 
Progressive 
mines. 


But, he said, the independent Pro- 
gressives make up one-third of 
he Illinois coal mining force, and 
n that basis should get 33 per 
ent of the state's coal business. 
The governor was not in Spring- 


ield and his office declined com- 
nent on Marchiando's criticism. 
However, Purchasing Agent Wil- 
lam J. McKinney said, "we feel 
as though we have purchased coal 
*o the best interests of the state 
tnd in compliance with the law.' 


Marchiando said that if recon- 


ideration of plans for

Iron Ore Diminishing 


The United States is a nation built upon steel. And most 


Americans probably don't give too much thought to the prob- 
lem of where the steel comes from. They assume that be- 
cause the supply has been ample up to now, it always will be. 


The truth is that our reserves of high-grade iron ore, 


from which steel is made, are seriously depleted. Some steel 
firms face a shortage of raw material within a few years. 
The most fortunate can see stocks lasting no more than 20 
to 25 years. 
* 
* * 


Since before the turn of the century, this country has 


had an amazingly cheap source of iron ore: the famed Mesabi 
Range in Minnesota. Here high-grade ore has been mined 
in open pits by the simple steam shovel method. From these 
pits came the material that carried America and its allies 
through two world wars. * * * 


But while the second great conflict was in progress, a 


steel man said: "This is the last war that will be fought off 
the Mesabi." In other words, the reserves were eaten away 
so badly by our huge armaments program that they would 
play out if forced to supply the sinews of another war. 


This realization is food for sober thinking. The dwin- 


dling of our top-grade ore stocks means this: Either we must 
find new sources of supply or we must see one of the stoutest 
props of our economic strength knocked out from under us. 


There are two main possibilities before the nation. One 


is to turn to foreign sources. Fabulous undeveloped reserves 
of iron ore exist in Brazil and Labrador, and Venezuela is a 
secondary prospect. 


The other course is to dip into America's own vast hold- 


ings of low-grade ore—a material hitherto largely untouched 
because of the high cost of mining it. Heavy investments 
of new plants would be needed to concentrate low-grade ore 
sufficiently for commercial purposes. 
* 
# * 


Some eastern mills already rely on Venezuelan sources. 


And development work is now going forward in Labrador on 
a considerable scale. 


But American steel companies are understandably re- 


luctant to plan a wholesale switch to foreign ores. The 
problems are many: keeping friendly political relations with 
the supplying country, protection of the raw material life- 
line in case of war, possibly costly shift of plants from pres- 
ent inland centers to coastal cities to reduce overland trans- 
portation costs. 


Experimental plant operations with low-grade ore have 


thus been undertaken in the hope the domestic alternative 
will offer a better, safer answer. And now a mining com- 
pany has taken the first step toward more ambitious produc- 
tion of commercial concentrates from low-quality sources. 


The move looks wise and it is to be hoped that other big 


firms follow suit. Even though the domestic development 
of new supplies might prove costlier than reliance on for- 
eign ores, it would be worth the expense if we thereby avoid- 
ed grave new political and military difficulties. • 


Ice cubes now can be supplied continuously by individual

Incinerator or Land Fill- 


More About Costs 


The article in the Voice of the People of October 19th signed by 


R. G. Thomas Sanitary Engineer. Lee County Health Department 
gives a host of facts and figures leading to the conclusion that the 
land fill method of rubbish disposal is the most proper and economical 
solution of Dixons problem. 
Unfortunately, however, there appear 


to one who has studied the problem a number of inaccuracies and mis- 
conceptions which cannot be overlooked. 
In order that the voters 


_ may have just as complete a picture as possible the following com- 
ments on Mr. Thomas' article are offered for their consideration 


First, the article leads one to believe that the land fill method 


is presently the most favored and desirable method of rubbish disposal. 
This is entirely contrary to the opinion of one of the leading engineers 
of the country. Let us quote several excerpts from an article appear- 
ing in the April, 1949 issue of Civil Engineering entitled "Incinerator 
Mechanization Wins Increasing Favor" by Rolfe Eliassen M ASCE 
Professor of Sanitary Engineering College of Engineering, New York 
University, New York, N. Y. Professor Eliassen is chairman of the 
Committee on Refuse Collection and Disposal of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineer's Sanitary Engineering Division. 


"Incineration of community refuse has now completed a cycle 


of favor, disfavor, and return to favor. During the 1920's more" in- 
cinerators were installed than in any other decade. In the 1930's the 
trend was away from incinerators toward sanitary land fills. During 
World War II the cycle was reversed as hundreds "of incinerators were 
installed in Army Camps. 
The present trend in municipal refuse 


disposal practice is toward a wider adoption of incinerators, as evi- 
denced by the number of cities which now have studies and designs 
under way." 


"Sanitary land fills are finding favor among many municipali- 


ties which have adequate waste land available within reasonable haul- 
ing distances. The use of modern earth-moving equipment such as 
bulldozers, bull-clam shovels and draglines has brought about econ- 
omies in the preparation of fill sites and placing of cover material. 
Constant vigilance on the part of supervising engineers and waste 
disposal superintendents is necessary to assure the daily covering of 
refuse with a minimum depth of 2 "feet. Without adequate supervi-

the reclamation of waste land, especially for open areas such as 
parks and storage yards. Buildings should not be constructed on the 
fills unless broad mat foundations are used to minimize local settling. 
Precautions must be taken to prevent the diffusion of the gases of 
decomposition, particularly methane, into entrapped areas under or 
within buildings, as serious explosions have occurred in buildings 
constructed on land fills. 
Since decomposition may continue for 


thirty years or more, •time-after-filling is not a factor in the consid- 
eration of land use." 


"Sanitary land fills are necessary for the final disposal of in- 


cinerator ashes and non-combustible refuse such as glass and metal. 
Many cities use such fills in conjunction with incinerators, which can 
be centrally located so as to reduce the costs of collection. As these 
costs are the major item in the total cost of refuse collection and dis- 
posal, refuse disposal sites must be carefully selected. Although land 
fills may be less expensive to operate than other methods such as 
incinerators, the remoteness of land-fill sites may result in high haul- 
ing costs which will nullify the anticipated savings." 


"Incinerators, when properly designed and operated, are proving 


to be one of the most satisfactory means for the destruction of com- 
bustible refuse—which includes garbage. The principal factor in their 
return to popularity is the adoption of labor-saving mechanical equip- 
ment for the efficient handling of refuse and ashes. Another factor 
is the exhaustion of available areas for sanitary land fills within 
reasonable hauling distances. This return to favor of incinerators is 
indicated in a recent survey of the U. S. Public Health Service, which 
showed that in the near future, 1.090 new incinerators would be re- 
quired for municipal use throughout the United States." 


Certainly some municipalities have adopted land fill but there 


must have been certain influencing factors which would not necessar- 
ily apply to Dixon. 


Regarding the factors to be expected in the several methods as 


listed in the Thomas article the following comments are offered: 


a. Under Item 4 on the incinerator it is stated that an addi- 


tional dump must be maintained for non-combustibles and 
under item 6-g the need for auxiliary fuel for burning gar- 
bage is presented. Modern incinerators do not require auxil- 
iary fuel- for burning garbage alone but may require fuel if 
it is desired to reduce non-combustibles. 
One of these 


items then should be omitted. 


b. 
If refuse is to be segregated at each residence why is it neces- 
sary to employ one or two men in addition to the fireman at 
the incinerator to segregate refuse ? 


c. 
The doubling of truck requirement because of the additional 
stop does not appear reasonable since the total volume will 
be the same whether one or two stops are made. 


d. No consideration is given to the necessity of preparing a 


land fill for winter operation. 
Generally this is done by 


spreading leaves or other cover over the area to be used 


• during freezing weather to give it some protection from frost. 


A minimum of $500 annually should be allowed.

Going on to the cost estimates it appears some revision is neces- 


sary to give the true picture. For example the Incinerator in the ar- 
ticle carries a fixed charge for interest at ^,'2% whereas no interest 
is figured on the fixed costs of the land fill operation. 
We are all 


well enough acquainted with the city's finances to know that the 
necessary land, facilities and equipments could not be paid for out of 
funds available and that the city would have to borrow money for 
either type of disposal. Therefore, interest charges must be included 
for both. Also the land fill estimate contemplates an expenditure of 
$6,000 for land for 20 years. At 1% acres per year a total of 30 acres 
are required making the estimated cost $200 per acre. So far it has 
not been possible to determine whether this figure is based on definite 
offers or is simply an estimate. My investigation leads to the con- 
clusion that no usuable land can be purchased anywhere near the 
city limits for that price. 
Specifically we do have knowledge 


of an offer to sell a tract which is slightly over 5 miles from the 
center of th« collection area at $250 per acre. Please keep this dis- 
tance in mind since it is the crux of the whole problem. 


Regarding the operating costs there appears no justification in 


estimating that salaries for the incinerator will be double those for 
the land fill. 
The people already are accustomed to segregating 


their rubbish at the residence and a continuation of this practice 
will be no hardship. In fact, it is believed segregation is necessary 
from a sanitary and health standpoint lest garbage cans overflow or 
the garbage kept in open containers along with other rubbish, surely 
the City's Health Officer would not advocate such a procedure. There- 
fore, le't us assume salaries will at least be equal for the two meth- 
ods. 
Also, the item of fuel for the incinerator cannot be included 


if we are to include an item for the non-combustible dump. 


Now let us consider the Pick Up or Collection and Hauling- Costs. 


Taking the total annual operating costs of one truck, including sal- 
aries as given in Mr. Thomas' article of $11.016.00 (this figure is be- 
lieved to be low, but is satisfactory for comparative purposes) and 
figuring 2200 hours operation per year (275 days at 8 hours) we ar- 
rive at an operating cost of $5.00 per hour, including salaries. Under 
proposed conditions the haul would average about a mile or less to 
the incinerator and probably a little over a mile to one of the usable 
non-combustible dumps on the edge of the City. To this haul in 
computing for land fill we would have to add 40 miles per day (4 
round trips of 10 miles each to the only known site available for land- 
fill). 
At twenty miles per hour this means another S10 per days or 


S2.750 per year for 275 full working days. No allowance is"con- 
sidered for the single or double pick up since the volume still remains 
the same and the difference in time is negligible. 


In view of the foregoing it is believed the following summary of 


comparative costs are more nearly correct than those of Mr. Thomas', 
article.
